Abstract

See page 24.

3. Page 17, line 15, "the second electrically conductive layer 145" should be - the 
second electrically conductive layer 165- 
Page 18, line 2, "Fig. 11" should be -Fig. 4- 

Claims Objection 

4. Claim 1 , "an electrostatic force associated with the poles" should be - an 
electrostatic force associated with the plurality of poles- 
Claim 16, "wherein each of the plurality of micro-electromechanical structures have a 
surface roughness of approximately 10 Angstroms of less", which are nor 
described/supported in the specifications.
